REMARKS 

Applicant cancels claims 2-4. Claims 1 and 5-7 remain pending in the application. 
Applicant amends claim 1 to incorporate features that correspond to those of claims 2-4, and 
amends claim 5 to properly depend from claim 1. No new matter has been added. 

Applicant, again, acknowledges with appreciation the Examiner's finding that claims 

4- 5 contain allowable subject matter. Accordingly, Applicant amends claim 1 to incorporate 
features that correspond to those of claims 2-4, and amends claim 5 to depend from claim 1. 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner, thus, allow claim 1, together with claims 

5- 7 dependent therefrom. 

Claims 1 and 6-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 7,085,827 to Ishizaki et al : and claims 2-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Ishizaki et al. in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2003/0189936 to Terrell et al. 

Again, Applicant amends claim 1 to incorporate features that correspond to those of 
claims 2-4, of which the Examiner found those of claim 4 to contain allowable subject matter. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner allow claims 1 and 5-7.
